Report  of  Supervisor  of  Sctools. 


The  undersigaed — Supervisor  of  Schools  of  the  town  of  Canaan  res- 
pectfully submits  the  following  report  of  schools  for  the  year  ending 
March  ist.  1893. 

District  No.  i,  Harry  Holt,  Agent. 

The  summer  term  of  eight  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Lottie  B. 
Currier  of  Skowhegan.  On  my  first  visit  the  school  appeared  fairly  well, 
but  at  the  close  the  discipline  aiid  intei  est  were  hardly  satisfactory. 
No.  attending  school  26,  average  23,  wage^  $4.00  per  week,  board  $1.30. 

Tne  winter  term  of  fourteen  weeks  v.-as  taught  by  Mrs.  Florence  M. 
Smith  of  Canaan.  Mrs.  SmJth  i^  a  teacher  of  large  experience ;  the 
management  and  discipline  vvere  excellent  which  were  maintained  to  the 
close,  consequently  the  improvement  was  very  good.  No.  attending  27, 
average.  22,  wages  $6.00  per  week,  board  $1.30,  amount  npportioned 
$140.75. 

District  No.  2,  Jeremiah  Nason,  Agent. 

The  summer  term  of  nine  and  fall  term  of  ten  weeks  were  taught  by 
Miss  Lovina  E.  Hussey  of  this  town  with  hei-  usual  good  success.

apportioned  $141.80.

The  summer  term  of  nine  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Lilla  B.  Ames 
ofHartland  Miss  Ames  took  a  good  degree  of  interest  in  her  school.

At  my  first  visit 
appearances  indicated  a  profitable  term,  order  was  good  and  the  teacher 
labored  hard  for  the  advancement  of  the  school,  at  my  second  visit  the 
school  had  d<^generated  somewhat  in  discipline  which  I  thi  ik  might  have 
been  otherwise  if  the  teacher  had  more  support  from  outside  influences 
without  which  no  teacher  can  be  very  successful.  The  results  were  as 
good  as  could  be  expected.  No.  attending  22,  ave/age  18,  wages  in- 
cluding board  $6.50. 

Winter  term  of  seven  weeks  was  taught  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Greenwood 
of  Wales,  a  graduate  of  Farmington  Normal  School,  the  same  teacher 
employed  in  the  Free  High  Scho'  1  last  fall.

If  a 
scholar  fails  to  learn  under  this  teacher's  instruction,  it  is  his  own  fault. 
Think  there  should  be  such  a  school  in  this  disti-ict  every  fall.  I  con- 
sider it  a  very  profitable  term.  Number  attending  37,  average  32, 
wages  $50.00  per  month,  board  $2.50  per  week. 

Also  one  term  of  seven  weeks  in  District  No.  i  taught  by  Miss 
Relief  Nelson.  This  term  was  shortened  by  sickness  of  the  teacher 
therefore  was  unable  to  visit  this  school  but  once.  1  found  a  very  inter- 
esting school,  both  pupils  and  teacher  working  too  ether.  Think  this 
teacher's  success  and  ability  in  other  schools  sufficient  guarantee  that 
good  results  were  oljtained.  Number  attending  28,  average  23  1-2, 
wages  $6.00,  board  $1.40. 
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There  are  two  more  schools  now  in  session,  commenced  Feb.  20, 
one  in  District  No.  4,  taught  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Varney  of  Litchfield.  This 
school  is  well  attended,  37  scholars  being  registered.  Mr.  Varney  is 
well  qualified  for  the  position  and  good  interest  is  manifested  in  the 
school. 

The  other  in  District  No.  8  taught  by  Miss  Ina  French  of  Norway, 
an  excellent  teacher.  This  school  is  not  so  well  attended  as  we  ha(i 
hoped  having  only  ten  scholars  the  second  week.  I  trust  there  will  be 
more  scholars  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of  attending  a  good 
school.  These  schools  will  continue  until  the  amount  of  appropriation 
for  Free  High  Schools  is  expended,  probably  about  ten  weeks
